BRUSSELS, Dec. 11.—Sigmund 
BReremann, one of the German dele- 
gates to the fininclal conference here, 
to consider German reparations, prom- 
ised the representatives to the fore- 
noon session today that the Germans 
would soon give details of their plan 
to nay the reparations due from Ger- 
many. , 

Tnis plan, he said, would in general 
be smilar to the ideas offered at the 
Spa conference, but which the Spa 
meeting did not discuss.

Jellicde’s Action in Question 

There has been much controversy 
over the quest’on whether Jellicoe 
should have gone to Beat y's assist- 
ance when it appeared the battle was 
imminent. 

The facts which contributed to the 
British losses in the battle, said Ad- 
m'ral Je'licoe in his persona’ re- 
ports, were indifferent armour pro 
teciton for the battle cru'sers, partic- 
ularly as regards turret armour and 
deck plating, together with the dix 
advantage of the light conditions for 
the British. 

“A disturbing feature of the battle 
cruiser action,” Admiral Jelicoe re- 
ported, “was the fact that five Ger- 
fan battle cruisers ingag ng 68'x Brit- 
ish vessels at the same time were able 
to sink the Queen Mary and the In- 
defatigable, 

“The German organization at night 
was very good,” con‘inued the Ad: 
miral, “and their system of recog- 
nition signals was axcellent, while 
the Brit'sh was practica ly nil, Tae 


German searchlights were superior| 


and were used to better effect than 
the Brit'sh.” 

The admirai said he was reluctantly 
compelled to the op'nion that under 
night conditons the Brit'eh had much 
to learn from the Germans, 

Tt was not to be doubted, said the 
report. that the gunnery of the 
German battle cruisers in the early 
stages was of a Very high standard. 
They appeared to get on the targeta 
and begin hitting with!n two or three 
minutes after opening f're, even at 
a fange of 18.000 yards. 

“The Germans’ the repom went 
on, “appeared to use some such sye- 
tem of fire as the Petravic method 
as the guns did not go off exactly to- 
gether, and it unquestionably gave 
excellent resuits. The rapidity of the 
fire was very great. Their ships were 
able to fre with geat accuracy after 
have been severe!y pun'shed. 

German Speed Above Siandard 

“It is quite evident that all the 
German ships possess a speed much 
in excess of that for which they 
were nominally designed.” In this 
connection Admiral Jellicoe cited a 
case where Br't'sh 25 knot veses's 
were unable to get away from German 
craiftt reg'stered as 20.5 knot xemels. 
“One feature,’ said the report “was 
the large number of torpedoeg cross- 
ing our line without effect, exeept on 
the Marlborough. Al) were avoided 
by ekillful handling except thet singte 
one.” 

The Marlborough dodged seven tor- 
pedoes before being struck. 

The report said it was of extrome 
importance to keep from the know- 
ledge of the enemy the fact that the 
Br'tish ships were able to avyuid the 
torpedoes by observing their track, 
as “it would not be beyond the in- 
genuity on the Germans to devise 
means of prevention any track being 
left.”

The Safety Firat League. ‘ 

M. Vivian, of France, put the 
delegates to the League of Nations 
conference squarely to the test.on 
Thursday as to their willingness 
to pledge their Governments to 
fulfil the obligations of the cove- 
nant. The question of admitting 
Esthonia, Letvia and Lithuania to 
the League was up for discussion. 
M. Vivian said: 

“T join all those who express sym- 
pathy with, or hope for, the Baltic 
States, but there is a grave question 
involved. There is an article in the 
covenant which has made some noise 
in the world—Article X—which re- 
quires the members of the League 
to go to tiie aid of a fellow member 
who is attacked. Now who will be 
ready to go in aid of these Baltic 
States? Let those who vote to admit 
them first make sure their govern- 
ments are ready to send troops to de- 
tend them.” 

That altered the question of ad- 
mitting the Baltic states to the 
League, Confronted frankly with 
the obligations involved, only 8 out 
of 35 delegates voted to admit 
Esthonia, and only 5 out of 29 to 
admit Letvia and Lithuania. 

The world owes M. Vivian 
thanks for thus challenging the 
conference on the vital issue. The 
Baltic states are no worse that 
they are refused admission than 
had they been taken into a league 
whose members had no intention 
of protecting them against their 
powerfil and aggresive neighbor. 
And the, world is provided a stan- 
dard by which it may judge what 
is to be expected from the League 
in the way of enforcing inter- 
national justice. 

The Baltic ‘states are excluded 
from the League simply because 
they are weak and are situated at 
one of the danger points on the 
map. Faced with a “demand that 


they declare whether the Govern- | 


ments they represented would 
fight Soviet Russia in defence of 
these weaker neighbors, three 
quarters of the League delegates 
refused to promise, and the others 
promised with no direct or effect- 
ive warrant for doing so. 

Armenia, whose application 
came up the same day, was re- 
fused admission also, for the rea- 
son that it is helpless and has been 
over-run by the Bolshevik forces. 
As in the case of the Baltic states, 
its fate will be no worse than if 
it had been taken into the League 
and then refused the military as- 
sistance that-it needs and that 
the League members are unwilling 
to give. 

The League for suppressing war 
has thus become a League for 
dodging war. Nations which are 
powerful enough to defend them 
selves, or are so situated that they 
are not likely to need defending, 
are Welcomed to membership; na- 
tions which are too weak to pro- 
tect themselves, or so situated that 
they are likely to need protection, 
are excluded. ‘‘Enforce 
and international justice’’ is no 
longer the motto, It is now 
‘safety first.’’ 

Of course it was bound to come 
to that—or to another war, or 
group of wars. The delegates at 
Geneva are not to be blamed for 
refusing to pledge Canada and all 
the other signatory states to 
fight Soviet Russia without the 
parliaments and peoples of these 
countries having anything to say 
in the matter, But it is equally 
clear that the peace of the world 
is not to be guaranteed by exclud- 
ing from the League nations 
which need protection and admit- 
ting only those which can take 
care of themselves. To remake the 
map by paying no attention t@ the 
danger points is a poor way lo 
ensure its permanency. 


And if the Leagu? thus refuses | 


admission to peoples who are will 
ing to accept its authority, on the 
ground that it is unwilling 
risk having to fight for them, 
those nations which ave already 
accepted membership may well 


peace | 


ask themselves how much depen- 
dence is to be placed in its obliga- 
tions being fulfilled. If the at- 
titude of the delegates toward the 
buiuie siaces and Armenia reflects 
the attitude of the League mem- 
bers toward their undertakings, 
there is not much likelihood that 


a member nation when it is 


assailed. 
lt would at least have been 


refused admission to these states 
because of the risk involved, ac- 
cepted the recommendation of the 
Canadian representatives and cut 
clanse ten out of the covenant. 
Since there ig no _ intention 
auougst members to carry 
through the League project on the 
basis of mutual obligation to 
stand together for the protection 
of right against might it would 
be honorable to forego the pre- 
tense.

|ing on in Ireland, In any case the 
affair shows that human nature is 
pretty much alike the world over, 
and that it is not changed when 
the individual is clothed in the 
uniform of an officer of the law. 
Lawlessness leads to lawlessness, 
in any clime, and among people of 
every color. 


Banking On Lenine? 


Mr. Lloyd George says that one 
condition of the trade arrange. 
ment with Soviet Russia is that 
there is to be no progapanda. A 
condition of that kind conceded 
by Lenine is worth precisely as 
much as the promise of a pirate to 
not steal if he is given a chance, 
and to keep his associates and sub- 
ordinates from doing it. Lenine 
couldn’t stop the world revolu- 
tidnary propaganda now if he 
tried, has no intention of trying, 
and would probably be shot if he 
did try. Having decided to ‘‘leave 
Russia alone,’’ it is a mistake to 
not leave it severely alone in trade 
and every other form of interna- 
tional relationship. If the menace 
is not to be meddled with, it 
should at least be fenced in and 
allowed to consume in its own 
fury. There is no profit in bribing 
a fire bug to stop setting fire. 


Going Out, via Jamaica? 

Hon. Mr. Calder is off on a trip 
to the West Indies, after which, it 
is said, he is scheduled to retire 
from the Government. The cruise 
into southern waters has no known 
public objective, and is taken as 
being by way of a holiday jaunt 
designed to soften the wrench,

—Addresses by Hon. Duncan Marshall, Dr. Percy Talbot, And 


H, A. Craig

| “Greater markets for Canadian 
farm produce,” was one of the princi- 
ple topics under discussion at the 
meeting of the Western Canada Live 
Stock Union held in Calgary Tues- 
day and Wednesday of this week. The 
Union is made up principally of menw 


bers of the Live Stock organizations 
of the four Western Prov: nces repre- 
sentatives of the provincial govern- 
ments of those provinces and of the 
federal government. *In additon 
there were present representatives of 
the railways, of the packing pants, 
of the stockyards, colleges of agricul- 
ture, etc. for matters of reference in 
regard to knotty questions that arose. 
It was the best attended and most rep 
resenative meeting yet held by the 
Union wh'ch is considered one of the 
most important organizations for the 
promotion of live stock and agricul- 
tural interests that is in existence. 
This is very evident by the fact that 
the federal min'ster of agriculture ask- 
ed its advice and opinion in regard 
to a number of matters of policy. 

In additon to the matter of mar- 
kets, almost every other subject of in- 
terst to the Western stock grower 
wus discussed, inviuding disease in 
livestock, fre‘@ht charges, stock yards 
charges, getting rid of the scrub, 
,turning prairie landg back to pasture, 
cutting out the emall, vahie.ess cay- 
use that is eating up much needed 
‘pasture, co-operativé marketing, li- 
censing of stallions, stockyards regu- 
Jations and control estabiishment of 
| wool factories in the West and 50 
on. The addresses given were given 
by authorities on the different aub- 
jects and were more comprehensive 
|The report of the last year's accomp- 
|Mehments was given by President G. 
H. Hutton in an able review. 

There wes general regret at the 
absence of fie federal minister of ag- 
jriculture, but he was represented by 
the federal livestock comimsioner, 
H. & Arkell, General satisfaction at 
the showing of Canadian grains and 
live stock at the Internat‘ona] Show 
at Chicago this year was voiced by 
Lieutenant Governor Brett, Hon. 
Duncan Marshall, President Hutton, 
jand others. The civic welcome was 
g'ven the Union by Mayor Mar- 
jshall, of Calgary. 
| A Orisis in Livestock Industry 
| Both Mr, Arkell and Hon. Duncan 
|Marshall frankly stated that the pres- 
‘ent was a crisis in agricultural and 
livestock conditons but Mr. Arkell was 
of the opinion that since land val- 
ues and prices had not been 80 ab- 
normally boosted as in the United 
| States, there would not be as great a 
|re-action here and that the agricul 
tural conditons were consequentty in 
a healthier state here. Mr, Marshall 
emphasized the importance of the in- 
;dustry by pointing out that the na- 
jtional debt of Canada could not be 
'paid by the export of Canadian mar- 
|keting so all efforts must ‘be foous- 
sed on the profitable marketing of 
agricultural products, for there lay 
the only hope of the nation. Both 
these gentlemen were convinced that 
the present was a particu‘arly oppor- 
tune time for press'ng of the Cana- 
dian claims on an open market in 
Great Britain for Canadian livestock 
and that such agitation should be 
concerted and vigorous. While there 
was definite opposit’on iff England 
from the breedrs there. to the remov- 
al of the embargo on Canadian cattle, 
there was aleo strong support among 
certain organizations, and’ especially 
among British feeders who»wanted 
our cattle. 

Meet Sitvation Vigorously 

Speaking of trade conditons, espec!- 


ally reflecting in the livestock in- 
dustry, all speakers emphasized the 
necessity for meeting the situation 


vigorously. H. A Craig stated while 
all must take their loss in the pres- 
ent re-adjustment from thigh prices 
and ‘high costs, he felt that the farm- 
er ad been asked to take more than 


his share. He believed that large in- 
stitut'ons, such as banks railways, 
packing houseg etockyards, should 


help Dear the burden, Banks might 
be a little less insistent on calling in 
their loan, and he believed that they 
would lose nothing eventuatly by 
guch policy. As to the railways he 
considered that this wes the wrong 
time to penalize western Canada, by 
increased freight rates, for unwise 
construct’on in the past. 

Mr. Craig pointed out that oats 
were selling in the Peace River for 
88 cents, and paying 25 cents for 
transportation to the head of the 
jakes. With steers selling in Edmon- 
ton at six cents and less, the stock- 
yards might help bear the loss; some 
jof the profits made by the packing 
houses during the last few years 
might be used now to hold up prices. 

In this connection Mr. Craig men- 
tioned the agitation to induce the 
jfarmer to keep more hogs and since 
‘that work had started the prices of 
j|hogs had dropped from 20 cents to 
12 cents and bacon was still selling 
jat 80 cents a pound. 

° Better Marketing Methods 

He suggested further efforts toward 
the national'mation of the marketing 
of food necess'ties and that all farm 
;products be graded by independent 
|eraders and sold on thege grades, He 
jadmitted that the farmer was not en- 
|tire'y blameless, as he could help by 
better breeding and feeding, but 
under the grading system each farm- 
er would be pa'd on a quality basis 
and ‘would receive his fair whare of 
the ult'mate value of the product. 

Dr. Talbot: Diseases in Catlte . 

Dr. Percy Talbot, gave two especi- 
ally fine addresses on dieases in cattle 
the first on tubercu‘os.s in live stock 
ite danger and some suggestions for 
its eradication. It was increas'ng 
|rapidly, said the speaker, and polnted 
}out that whlie cattle were the most 
|suspectible of all animals to T.B., 
{hogs also easi'y contracted it by be- 
ling fed milk from tubercular cattle 
and a'so by running in a@ pasture with 
(beef cattle. T. B. was also incraas- 
‘ing rapidly among poultry and he 
showed the menace by quoting the 
jfigures in U.S. reports where the an- 
nual logs from th's cause alone was 
éetimated at $25,000,000. By way of 
eradication he suggested physical ex- 
amination and immed'ate slaughter 
jof all animals affected the immediate

Dr. Tatbots address on contagious 
abortion, was one of h'¢hly technical 
nature and chiefly concerned experi- 
ments that he has carried on in the 
province botth at the demonstration 
farms and at the Strathmore farms 
as well as on some private farms 
where he had the opportunity of close 
observation. He was very hopeful 
a:so of hie experiments with regard 
to sterility among cows and went as 


far as to suggest that a central station | 


might be established in the province 
where breeders having cattle affected 
in this way might seng them, and 
they could be treated and observed 
under competent management. 

| In regard to tubercu'os’s SE, Todd 
of Toronto who was present on be- 
half of the packers had some very 
intersting figures to show, giving the 
percentages of cattle and swine af- 
fected w'th this disease at inspected 
estab!'shments. In 1910 the percent- 
age of TB cattle in Canada was 2.96, 
{n 1911, 3.22 and in 1920, 3.37, while 
the increase among swine was shown 
to be even worse. In 1910, the per-

Co-operative Marketing 

W. A. McKerrow, of the University 
_Of Minnesota, gave some very inter- 
{esting stat'etics on the value accru- 
ling from co-operative marketing. He 
took most of his examples from the 
) State of Minnesota where the co-oper- 
ative creameries have reached a h.gh 
stage. There are now some 640 
creameries working under a co-oper- 
ative system and they are market- 
ing 80 percent of the produci. They 
had been able to get 64 cents for their 
butter fat in that state while in the 
adjoining state, they were getting 56 
cents at the same time. Developing 
this scheme they had their stook- 
yards and commision firms under the 
railway and warehouse commission 
and as a result had been able to re- 
duce hay by $10 @ ton and corn from 
$2.75 to $2.00. Their membership 
numbered about 1 500,000 all farmers 
of the American Federation of Farm 
Bureaus, and they ere carrying on an 
investigation of the marketing of 
wheat and another committee was 
working out the better marketing of 
Hve stock. 

Very lucid was the explanation of 
the live stock act as given by C. EB. 
Bain, and th's was followed later 
by a resolution from the organization 
that commission firms be so amend- 
ed as to amply protect livestock 
shippers. 

Turn Vacant into Pasturiand 

M'ss E. Cora Hind spoke on a sub- 
jJeot evidently of much interest to the 
Union—the converting of vacant 
jands to pasture. She had been im- 
pressed with the terrible menace of 
weeda, thousands of acres of Jand in 
the southern part of Saskatchewan 
jand Alberta and a littie in the south- 
western’ part of Manitoba was liter- 
ally waist deep in Rugsian thist? and 
tumbling mustand. As a result of 
Mis H'nd’s presentation a strong reso- 
jlution was later passed asking the 
federal government to make a com- 
|plete survey of all areas #o afflicted 
jand that a joint commiasion repre- 
| senting federal] and provincial gov- 
ernments be appointed to dewse ways 
and means of converting such lands 
again to pasture or providing such 
systems of so!l cultivation as to do 
away with the multipiication of the 
weeds 

The resolution went further to give 
this commi‘as'on power to resettle set- 
tlers as were now on such lands, 
where such a cour$e was deemed 
necessary, on other lands suitable for 
mixed farming, making equitable 
;adjustments for improvements. M'ss 
Hind believed that the bumper crop 
of 1915 had been the biggest curse 
that this country had ever had, in 
that it encouraged the settlement on 
these lands. q

Edmonton public school board ts 
| divided on a subject which has some 
jinterest to other towns and cities. 
| This is connected with the use of pub- 
lic school buildings for dances. Some 
of the Edmonton trustees would throw 
open the schools for that purpose

At one time the same question faced 
the pubiic school board of Vegreville, 
and considerable peevishness devel- 
oped when the board said nay. There 
@re several good reasons why school 
buildings shouki not become dance 
hats, and we have yet to learn of one 
single good reason why they should. 

One reason againet the proposal is 
that a fair proportion of the ratepay- 
ers of any schoo! district are oppuseu, 
on principle, to dancing. This may be 
only a mark of intolerance, but never- 
theless, the opinions of such ratepay- 
jers should be given some ccnsider- 
ation 

Another reason is that dancing is In 
no respect an educational accompiish- 
ment; quite the contrary is the case, 
We are aware that folk danc.nyg 1s on 
the curriculum. and our candid opin- 
jon ie that it was a silly trick to ever 
put it there. Most parents send their 
children to school in the fond hope 
that some real know‘edge will be 
drilled into their heads; dancing does 
not enter into the.r ca.culations at all 
and one does not have to be preju- 
{diced against dancing to admit that 
t.me a#apent in teaching it to children 
jie wasted gline. We do not hire teach- 
ers because they are light on their 
feet or easy to iook at. Light feet are 
jonly too frequently inseparably con- 
jnected with an empty head. 
| If the Kdmonton pubtic schoo} 
board will be gu.ded by the precedent 
established by the VegreviNe board 
they will not permit dancing in the 
schools and will go even farther than 
that in an attempt to induce the de- 
partment to knock it off the curriou- 
lum a8 @ useless and unnecessary frill.

THE SCRAMBLE FOR OIL 
Toronto Globe, 

The Canadian Pacific railway, a 
Vancouver dispatch says has been 
compelled to abandon its oil-burning 
equipment in both steamships and lo- 
comotives and to return to coal be- 
Caus it ie unable to get an adequate 
supply of fue] oil from the United 
States. The rapid conversion of the 
worlds shipping to oi] fuel is one 
of the most striking facts in the re- 
port of Lloyd's regieter of shipping 
for the year ended June 30 last. The 
new ships classed during the year as 
fited for oll burning numbered 426, 
of 1,995.788 tone, as compared with 
211 vessels of 1,193,50 tons the previ- 
Ouse year, It was estimated that of 
vessels over 100 tons those using coal 
as fuel amounted to 76 per cent., and 
those using oll under boilers or in in- 
id combustion engines, 18 per 
cent. 

The reversion to coal by the Cana- 
dian Pacific steamsh'ps brings home 
to us the world struggle for fuel oll. 
Petroleum forms an apparently Iinci- 
dental but really significant portion 
of the note addressed by U, 8S. Secre- 
tary of State Colby to Lord Qurzon, 
British foreign minister, regarding 
the nature of the British mandate 
over Mesopotamia: 

“The government of the United 
States assumes thet there is a general 
recognition of the fact that the re- 
quirements for petroleum are in ex- 
cess of production, and it believes 
that opportunity to explore and de- 
velop the petroleum resources of the 
world, wherever found, should with- 
out*discrimination be freely extended, 
as oniy by the unhampered develop- 
ment of such resources can the needs 
of the world be met.” 

But by the Franco-British agree- 
ment concerning o!l production in the 
Near East, executed at San Remo on 
April 25, the British government al- 
lows France a share of 25 per cent. 
at current market rates, of the oil | 
produced in Mesopotamia. In his 
note to Barl Curzon, Secretary Colby | 
has challenged the right of Great 
Britain as mandatory to make such | 
an arrangement, which would part- 
ly, if not entirely, close the door to 
competition. Mr. Colby claims that |

When war broke out In August 1914, 
Graham was fired with his old am- 
bition to die fighting for his country 
and in 1915 he enlisted {in the 66th 
Battalion and was immediately ap- 
pointed Sergeant, Harly in 1916 
trouble arose owing to his desire to 
' correct certain abuses that were going 
'on within that corps and after being 
kept in solitary confinement for fif- 
teen days Without any charge being 
| Made he was finally discharged with- 
lout a tria) as “medically unfit’ hie 
| character being given as ‘very good.” 

Vindicated by Court Martial 

After considerable effort a court of 
enquiry was appointed to investigate 
and report on his case, the court con- 
sisting of the late Colonel Belcher, 
Colonel Nasmyth and Major R. T. D. 
Aitken of Calgary. The findings of 
that court were entirely in Graham's 
favor and recommended his rein- 
siatement “otherwise .the service of 
an efficient.and well trained soldier 
‘would be lost to the Empire.” 

The findings of the court were for- 
warded on May, 1916, by registered 
mali to Ottawa, but for some unknown 
reasons all the officials in the Militia 
| Department repeatedly denied the ex- 
istence of any findings or that they 
had been received at Ottawa. Itwas 
exactly two months later when further 
denials were found to be useless, an 
| admission was extracted from Ottawa 
that the findings were secured. 

Much correspondence ensued and 
many attempts were made by the De- 
partment to side-step the issue but 
Graham still undaunted pursued the 
even tenor of his way. The Depart- 
ment still refused to reinstate him 
without a medical examination though 
ndonitting there was no jusification f 
his being discharged previously as

A great many farmers and potato 
Brewers, who have still got the bulk 
of their survius potato crop to sell, 
during the past two or three weeks 
have begun to wonder what has hap- 
pened to the potato market. In Sep- 
tember and October every broker in 
Central Alberta and particularly in 
Edmonton, was scouring the country 
side for potatoes, and prices were 
raised right and left in order to run 
competitors out of the field. But 
they wouldn't sell; they were holding 
for h'gher prices. hen, all of a sud- 
den, just about the time when farm- 
ers had come to the conclusion that 
it would be good business to aell 
while the selling was good. the price 
clattered down the decline, first to 
90c, then to 85c and finally hit bed- 
rock at 65c per buéhel and to heap 


insult upon injury, the brokers wer 


not keen to buy potatoea, even at that 


price, 
Held Up Potatoes 


The question that potato growers 
who were holding up their potatoes 
in anticipation of higher prices are 
asking is: ‘What is the cause of this 
condition in the potato market?’ 
There must be some definite reason 
for it. There is, but as usual the 
“puck” is passed on to the farmer 
or the potato grower. This year was 
an unueual one for potatoes. All 
over the Amertcan continent expen- 
sive seed was used to put in a large 
acieage of potatoes, and the crop as 
a whole was larger than for many 
years. According to the law of sup- 
ply and demand, this large crop be- 
ing dumped upon the markets of Am- 
erica, lowered the price considerably, 
because of increased competition. 
What held good in other places hed 
good jin central Alberta. Here we 
had the biggest crop that was ever 
harvested. ‘Ive conditions were such 
that Alberta wou:d have to depend 
principaily upon Winnipeg and those 
points between Edmonton and Winn!- 
peg, for a market. Accordingly Ed- 
monton ‘brokers made arrangements 
with Winnipeg firmg and others bas- 
ed upon an estimate of the amount 
of marketable potatoes in the coun- 
try, to supply a definite amount every 
week for a certain length of time. 
The potatoes were in the country, and 
for the first few weeks of the season 
the brokers were able to fulfil their 
contracts, but after that they couid 
not get the potatoes, and as a result 
had to cance: most of their agres- 
ments, The potatoes were in the 
country, but farmers who had _ be- 
come accustomed to $3 and $4 per 
bushel would not sell at $1.20 or $1 
per bughel. They expected higher 
prices, 

When the firms at Winnipeg found 
that the Edmonton brokers were un- 

le to live up to their contracts, it

Three Grades 


At the present time there are only 
three recognized grades of potatoes in 
Alberta—No. 1, No. 2, and “potatoes” 
—although it is expected that a more 
complete system of grading will be 
in force next year, Out of three hun- 
dred and fifty carloads of potatoes 
shipped out this fall, Inspector Good- 
ale says that only between 37 and 47 
were No. 1l* ‘There were no No. 2, 
and the remainder were just “pota- 
toes", First grade potatoes are com- 
paratively free from dirt and are all 
larger than one and seven-eighth 
inches dn diameter. An indication of 
the manner in which potatoes are 
shipped out of this district can be 
gained from the statement by Inspec- 
tor Goodale, that there “were “only 
three large potato growers in the d'e- 
trict who sent out potatoes that were 
really first-grade and in_ first-class 
condition.” 

Grading Not Expensive 


Tt does not cost a great deal to 
|erade potatoes properly and in the 
long run it is realjy profitable to 
grade. One farmer in this d’etrict 
who grows potatoes on a large scale 
found that he could grade his pota- 
toes by hand, while picking them up 
after the digger. -Bach picker has 
{we paila one for the large potatoes 
and one for the culls. As he goes 
along the row and filly his pails, he 
puts the large ones in sacks along 
one side of the row, and the small 
ones in sacks on the other side of the 
row. Picking the potatoes and grad- 
ing at the same time cost this potato 
erower 10¢ per bushel thie year. Po- 
j tatoas can also be graded with a 
grader, which costs from $95 to $100 
cach In some sections farmers are 
buying graders co-operatively, three 
jor four buying one between them. 

The Inspector 

An inspector is stationed et Bd- 
;monton, whose duty +t Js to see that 
all potatoés that are shipped out are 
a6 represented. He goes all over 
,Central Alberta, wherever his services 
are required. It would naturally be 
| expected that potato growers would 
cO-operate with the inspector. Some 
do, but it ippears that a great many 
don't. <A great many try to avold 
him. When the inspector inspects a 
carload of potatoes, he opens twen- 
ty-five or thirty eacks and if they 
are satisfactory, passes the car. Some 
sellers put the poorest potatoes in 
the bottom of the car, where they 
can't be easily got at. Recently the

ALBERTA’S LUTHER BURBANK 


Geo. Bugnet of Rich Valley Has Developed Many New and Hardy 
Strains of Trees and Fruit—Says There is No Reason Why Ash, 
Oak, Maple, Basswood, etc., Cannot be Grown Here.

vision that Geo, Bugnet of Rich val- 
ley, Alberta's Luther Burbank, 2opes 
to make a reality. At the first thought 
it mgiht appear to be an utter im- 
possib.lity, yet Saunders produced the 
Marquis wheat, ‘and Burbank the 
seed es3 plum and the ep.neless cac- 
tus. The putiing into practice of suca 
a scheme is undoubtedly something 
to be undertaken with great trepid- 
ation, yet considering what has been 
achieved by such as Burbank, Saun-! 
ders, Hanson, and otherg in produc-| 
ing new forme of fruits, farm crops 
and trees, the idea of afforesting te 
new treeless sections of central and| 
Northern Alberta, with hardwood 
| trees, may not be as impracticable 
}and impossib'e as it may at first ap- 
Pear. At any ic} 60 satsfactory havo 
been the results of the experiments 
conducted by the author of the idea 
during tae past ten or twelve years, 
that he has not the least doubt as to 
it’s feasibility. 

j Started in 1906 

Geo, Bugnet,, editor, author 
scientist, came to the West from 
Burgundy, France in 1906. Being 
something of a naturalist it did not 
take him ‘ong to discover that al- 
though In certa'n sections of Alberta, 
as far as temptrature, and pres!p'ta- 
tion were concerned, were the same 
as !n sections of Ontario and British 
Columbia, and some parts of Man'to- 
ba, yet in Alberta there were no hard- 
wood trees, and fruit such as apples

There are, however, some com- 
Plaints of the manner in which the 
potatoes are.put up for shipment 
Potatoes should all be gacked !n new 
‘sacks and each sack of potatoes 
jshould weigh approximately 104 
pounds when loaded into the car. 
Allowing one pound for the sack, and 
two or three pounds for shrinkage 
when the shipment reaches ite des- 
tination, each parcel weighs about 
100 pounds. Very few growers put 
up their potatoes in this manner 
Some use bran sacks or sugar sacks, 
jor old dirty sacks that have been 
used two or three times. Sometimes 
potatoes are @hipped in sacks that 
hoid from two hundred to two hun- 
|dred and fifty pounds of potatoes, 
|Shipping potatoes in this manner 
will certainly not do much for the in- 


dustry. 
A, Shipping Number 


Inspector Goodale e@tates that the 
practice of shipp'ng small potatoes 
and mixed lots, as wel] as shipping 
potatoes in various kinds of sacks, 
could be eliminated by the adoption 
of some method whereby potato grow: 
ere associations could get back at 
the grower who shipped the inferior 
| stock, He euggests that each grow-

jbe stamped on every sack. Potatoes 
from several growers may be shio- 
ped in one car, If there ia a com:

He actualy scoured the whole 
world for seed and gathered together 
in all, several thousand varieties or 
6trains, These seeds he seeded on his 
farm north of Lac, Ste Ann, where 
the soil ls rich and moist but the 
frosts early. The seedlings were close 
ly observed for qa period of two or 
three years, and noies taken from 
time on al. the promis'ng individuals 
and as soon aa {t was definitely known 
that any certain tree or shrub would 
prove hardy enough or had the char- 
acteristics which indicated suitabil- 
ity to this climate, it was kept and 
the entire rema.nder dug up and put 
on the scrap heap.
